Two Sets of Plans 
Ready for Russia, 
He Tells Legion 


MIAMI, Fla. Off1)—Secre- 


tary of State Dulles .said to- 
day the United States will go 
into this month's Big Four 
foreign ministers conference 
with two sets of plans! One 
to meet any Russian obstruc- 
tion and the other to exploit 
genuine Soviet harmony 
moves. 


Dulles also said in a foreign pol- 


icy address prepared for the 37tii 
annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Legion: 


1. World opinion eventually will 


force Russia :o relax its grip on 
East Germany and to liberate 
satellite people in eastern Europe. 


Ike's Flan Basis 


2. Soviet acceptance of President 


Eisenhower's plan for aerial in- 
spection and exchange of military 
blueprints would provide the basis 
for further international disarma- 
ment controls. 


"We can then confidently movt 


on to international measures to 
reduce and control the instruments 
of death," Dulles said. 


This country, he said, must be 


prepared neither to rebuff any aut 
thentic Soviet move toward easing 
tensions nor to expose the United 
States to later "mortal danger." 


Dulles and the foreign ministers 


of "Great Britain^ France and Rus- 
sia will meet at 'Geneva begin- 
ning Oct. 27 in a followup to-the 
Big JFour summit conference of 
•lasMast-'Siunmerr-1 -rr^ 
- 


Dulles told the Legionnaires So- 


viet policy at present is to ''ap- 
pear friendly and to mingle with 
all the world." Perhaps, he "said, 
the Soviets have a proverb some- 
thing like the American, one which 
says: "If you can't lick 'em, join 
'em." 


Not At Any Price 


In his speech, carried to the na- 


tion by both television and radio, 
Dulles said the United States 
loves peace, but "not peace at any 
price." 


Dulles said Russian leaders have 


"rapidly changed their demeanor.'-' 
But, he added, "we cannot tell 
whether it is merely a maneuver." 


Dulles, who was scheduled to fly 


to Denver after his speech to dis- 
cuss foreign oolicy problems with 
Eisenhower, made no predictions 
about the outcome of the foreign 
ministers meeting. 


Citing principles which guide 


American foreign policy. Dulles 
paid that "although gravely pro- 
voked'' by Communist China, the 
United States has avoided any vio- 
lence even though "we had the 
power to take prompt and over- 
whelming reprisals."

He mentioned the imprisonment 


of 15 American flyers as an ex- 
ample of Chinese Red provoca- 
tions. But. he said, the' United 
States relied upon "moral pres- 
sures'' to help the flyers and now 
all 15 are home free.

President Faces Month 
Or More in Hospital 
Medics Say It's Impossible 
To Predict Physical Status 


By ERNEST B. VACCARO 


DENVER OPi— President Eisen- 


hower cheerfully resigned himself 
today to a long period of recovery 
which may keep him out of the 
White House for the remainder of 
the year. 


And the prospects that he will 


retire at the end of his present 
term were heightened by expert 
medical opinion that it is impos- 
sible to say now whether he will 
be "physically able" to run for re- 
election in 1956. 


While progress from his heart 


attack of Sept. 24 has been satis- 
factory, and his morale is high, he 
has agreed to a decision of his 
doctors to keep him at Fitzsimons 
Army Hospital 'for about another 
month. 


White's Opinion 


These things became clear as 


the aftermath of a Sunday news 
conference at Lowry Air Force 
Base. Dr. Paul Dudley White, 
noted Boston h e a r t specialist, 
speaking for himself and the Pres- 
ident's bedside doctors, said: 


1. The President will not fly to 


his farm at Gettysburg, Pa., for at 
least four weeks and maybe not 
until the end of five more weeks. 


2. Eisenhower is not "100 per 


cent" out of danger and it still is 
"too early to say" whether he will 
have "a complete recovery," but 
he has passed the period when 
complications normally would oc- 
cur. 


3. He thinks it should be "close 


to the first of the year" before the 
President goes back to the White 
House. 


4. The President is "happy" at 


the hospital and will need a bit of 
work—such as his conference next 
Tuesday with Secretary of State 
Dulles—to k e e p him from "bub- 
bling- over" and to "protect his 
heart from the effects of his over- 
active brain." 


Meets With Nixon 


The President, who will observe 


his 65th birthday next Friday, met 
with Vice President Nixon yester- 
day for the second day in a row, 
and they set up a schedule for 
Cabinet members and other top 
executives to begin visiting Eisen- 
hower. 


The 42-year-old Nixon, one of the 


men frequently mentioned in spec- 
ulation over possible GOP candi- 
dates if Eisenhower bows out, 
found the chief executive in a gay 
mood when he visited him with 
Sherman Adams, Eisenhower's 
chief deputy. 


The President was decked out in 


a loud bow tie of red and white 
figures on a dark green back- 
ground, clipped to the collar of his 
gold-colored pajamas. 


"The President said that he and 


his morning nurse had been 
planning that as "'a surprise for 
Mrs. Eisenhower for the last three 
days," Nixon told reporters. 


Nixon said Mrs. Eisenhower told 


him later that she "practically 
rolled on the floor" when she saw 
the getup. 


Shmvs Interest 


Nixon said the President showed 


a "vital interest" in national and 
international problems and speci- 
fied "several subjects" he wanted 
to talk to Cabinet members about. 
He didn't name them. 


And Nixon told a Saturday night 


news conference "there was no 
discussion of the future as far as 
political problems were con-

Dr. White told the news confer- 
ence, "accepted, this program 
gracefully, and asked us not to 
rush his treatment—which we do 
not intend to do anyway. 


"He does not wish to have to be 


carried onto the plane, even if by 
doing so he might get away from 
here earlier." 


Might Paint 


Dr. White' said that sometimes 


early moving of a patient "may be 
a little hazardous." 


"I might add that the President 


is used to his doctors and nurses 
here," the physician 
continued, 


"He is happy—some 
excellent 


countryside .with very nice views 
all around him, and we hope he 
may do a little painting a bit 
later." 
, . 


The President is sufficiently im- 


proved, his doctors say, to have 
his bed rolled out on the porches 
near his eighth-floor room to get 
what White described as "a mag- 
nificent view of the Rockies." 


One of the reasons for keeping 


the President here, White said, is 
that it will be "quieter" for him 
to be "away from more tempta- 
tions to get into things too deep- 
ly" than would be the case in the 
East. 


Maj. Gen. Howard M. Snyder, 


Eisenhower's personal physician, 
chimed in at one point to say it is 
"almost an absolute probability" 
that Eisenhower will be flown to 
Gettysburg when he leaves here. 


There the President likely will 


nave "a month of rehabilitation" 
and light "recreaiton" in the proc- 
ess of returning to a "normal 
life," Dr. White said. 


"Many patients re'turn to work 


gradually in the third month, but 
some patients don't get back till 
the fourth month or the 
fifth 


month," he said. 


Step Up Schedule 


As for the immediate future, the 


doctors unanimously endorsed a 
•stepup in the President's schedule 
on handling government business 
and seeing officials. 
, 


His conference with. Dulles, in 


which they will go over the agenda 
for the foreign, ministei's meeting 
in Geneva starling Oct. 27, will be 
limited to 15 minutes, but the 
President "is going to be allowed 
to express his opinions." 


"I think it is going to be very

Convertibles Are Popular 
Along Busy Wall Street 


By SAM DAMSON 


NEW YORK in— Convertibles 


have their admirers in ^all Street 
too these days. 


These are convertible debentures 


—interest-bearing ' certificates is- 
sued by corporations and secured 
not by specific assets but by tlic 
company's reputation. Under cer- 
tain conditions, usually including 
payment of an additional sum of 
cash, these debentures can be con- 
verted into common stock. 


This gives this form of indebted- 


ess a two-way stretch appealing 
to many investors. 


Their popularity in always great- 


est with the investing public in 
periods of rising stock prices, such 
as the bull market of recent years. 
If the price of the common stock 
rises high enough, the holder of 
the debenture can convert and 
show a sizable gain. 


There is a boom on this year in 


issuing new convertible debentures. 
Around one billion dollars worth' of 
new ones have been sold. The big- 
gest issue yet—for 837 million dol- 
lars—is being peddled this week by 
the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co. 


Gives Reason 


One reason for the popularity of 


convertibles is tagged in the Stock 
Exchange's magazine out today. 
The Exchange points' out that 
many convertible bonds issued be- 
fore the start of the bull market 
now command prices far above the 
one originally paid for them. This 
is because the market price of the 
common shares into which they 
can be converted has risen so 
sharply. Example: one $1.000 con- 
vertible of Consolidated Edison 
can be changed into 40 shares with 
total market value now around 
52,000.

Being- tied so closejy to the mar- 


ket price of common shares, the 
price of convertibles moves sensi- 
tively with the market. Before 
President Eisenhower's illness, con- 
vertible debentures were moving 
up steadily in price.

for several reasons. Just as they 
are they pay interest. 
A drop in 


stock market prices doesn't aifecl 
that. But a rise in stock price.s- 
for whatever reason, including the 
new threat of inflation — could 
make debentures profitable to con- 
vert into common stock . 


Two Methods 


Corporations have taken advan- 


tage of the bull market to issue 
new convertibles. There are two 
ways of Joing this. 


One is to set tUe initial conver- 


sion price—that is, Ihe par value 
of the debenture plus the additional 
sum you must pay if you convert- 
above the price the common stock 
is now commanding. They are 
bought by people betting that the 
price of the common will rise. 


The corporations gets the use of 


new money it needs, and the inter- 
est it pays is tax deductible as 
business expense. It the corpora- 
tion had raised new money by issu- 
ing' stock, any dividends paid 
wouldn't be so deductible. There- 
fore, it's cheaper for the corpora- 
tion to get new money, through de- 
bentures. 


The corporation has another.ad- 


vantage in that conversions usually 
are stmng over a considerable pe- 
riod of time, avoiding quick dilu- 
tion of present stockholder's equity 
in the company's assets, and keep- 
ing its common stock from being 
bombarded in the stock market. 
The debentures, in other words, 
are easier to sell than new stock. 


The second way of issuing de- 


bentures is to set iniiial conversion 
prices below the current market 
price of-the stock and to give pres- 
ent stockholdrers right to subscribe 
—rights -which they can sell if they 
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wish. This is what A. T. Jt T. !• 
doing.

We will not here join in the game, except to consider 


one important phase of the problem which will face the Re- 
publicans should the president decide against running. 


The first necessity, obviously, would be to find another 


candidate. The second would be to find means of bringing 
Mr. Eisenhower's great political magic into effective play in 
behalf of that candidate. This is the aspect we shall look 
into now.

Let us suppose for a starter that the president, having 


determined at some point not to run. would exert strong in- 
fluence on selection of a possible successor, that his choice 
would win the nominatoin. and go into the 1956 campaign 
with his fullest blessing. 


There is utterly no proof that the magic would rub off 


on the new nominee. One of the most hazardous maneuvers 
in politics is the attempt^ to transfer strength from one man 
to another. It seldom if ever works in national conventions. 
And our history offers no clear-cut instance of it working 
with the electorate. 


Not that it might not happen. In the last two and a 


half decades the American people have been led by two 
presidents. Mr.. Roosevelt and Mr. Eisenhower, who had a 
great grasp on their affections. No one knows what would 
have resulted had Mr. Roosevelt tried to pass his mantle di- 
rectly to an "heir apparent" who had his personal blessing. 
No one now can be sure what will occur if Mr. Eisenhower 
should try it.

Osteoarthritis is actually a mild 


degeneration or wearing- out of 
some o£ the structures which go 
to»make the joints. It is a sort of 
aging of the joints which shows 
up first in those joints which do 
the moat work, such as the knees, 
nips or fingers. 


The exact *cause or causes are 


not entirely understood. There may 
be an inherited factor. That is, the 
cartilage and bone of people in 
some families may be particularly 
susceptible to early degeneration 
or osteoarthritis. Repealed injury 
also seems to promote Hie develop- 
ment of this condition. Poor pos- 
ture, disturbances of blood circu- 
la.tJon, and obesity are other con- 
ditions which are believed to con- 
tribute to its development.

Faure was under orders from the 
National Assembly today to push 
ahead rapidly with his Moroccan 
reform program. But there was no 
immediate indication of decisive 
new government action. 


By a surprising 477-140 vote, the 


Assembly early Sunday approved 
Faure's plan to home rule in the 
violence-ridden North African pro- 
tectorate. The debate before the 
vote made clear, however, that 
many of the deputies will be out 
for the Premier's scalp if he 
doesn't press on quickly with the 
promised reforms. 


Such a withdrawal of support 


could come in the Assembly de- 
bate on Algeria, beginning tomor- 
row. 


Only the initial step in the Pre- 


mier's program—the retirement of 
Sultan Mohammed Ben Moulay 
Assembly's resolution called for 
the immediate formation of the 
planned regency council to take 
over the Sultan's powers and then 
of a representative Moroccan gov- 
ernment to negotiate for more 
power from. France. 


Formation of the regency has 


been stalled by the refusal of the 
French resident geneial, Gen. 
Pierre Boyer de Latour, to appoint 
Si Bekkai, former pasha of Sefrou, 
to it as the representative of ex- 
Sultan Mohammed Ben Youssef. 
Si Bekkai is bitterly opposed by 
French colonists in Morocco fight- 
ing any concessions to the nation- 
alists. The nationalists say the ex- 
Sultan's representative must be 
named. 


The colonists kept up their fight 


today with a 24-hour general strike 
to demonstrate their opposition. 
The stoppage was expected to be 
most effective in Casablanca, the 
big commercial capital of the pro- 
tectorate. 


In the Riff Mountains of north- 


east Morocco, meanwhile, some 


el tribesmen harassing 
French 


posts and roads in the pocket near 
the border with Spanish Morocco. 


Hundreds of North African na- 


tionalists demonstrated Sunday in 
a number of ernes in France. At 
Douai, near the Belgian frontier, 
police killed two North Africans 
and injured five others. At St. 
Ebenne, a policeman was knifed 
when a crowd of 300 collected. 
There were other demonstrations 
—but no serious incidents—in Ly- 
on, Lille and Metz.

Western 
diplomats here today 


were trying to guess what is afoot. 
' In a 500-word letter printed by 
the magazine Communist, Molotov 
confessed he had made a mistake 
in a speech to the Supreme Soviet 
Feb. 8 when he referred to the 
Soviet Union as a country where 
"the foundations of socialist so- 
ciety already exist." 


What he should have said, he 


explained, was that the Soviet 
Union has already built a social- 
ist society superstructure and is 
ready to proceed to Communism. 


Such an error, he said, was 


theoretically and politically dan- 
gerous, and a contradiction of 
numerous official party decisions.
